IRISH MUSIC 

The origin of Irish 
nusic dates back to the 
tine when invading Saxons 
drovo the Celtic race fron 
the Islands of England.

It was here on this 
snail island that theso 
nusic-loving people used to 
gather and sing songs of 
praise of their green hone- 
land. The songs of this 
period arc pieced together, 
each person of the group 
lending a helping hand. 
Theso songs are 'now known 
as folk songs. They truly 
express the feeling of the 
people in that they were 
conposed not by one but by 
nany people. Many of these 
songs you will notice, nen- 
tion the Lakes of Killarncy 
and other beautiful lakes 



of this country. 

In old Ireland nany 
stories of fairies have 
produced ideas for songs 
I'amy of Ireland's dainty 
colleens have also been the 
subjects of lyrics. Sir 
Thonas Moore, a great lov- 
er of beauty and a poet of 
this island, wrote words 
to nany of the old folk 
tunes which are used in 
nany places. 

Ireland's nusic is 
purely typical of her his- 
tory. For instance, songs 
written in the tine of war 
and fanine show the melan- 
choly and sadness of the 
people. ,In other tines the 

nusic is filled with the 
lilting gayety so charac- 
teristic of these people. 
The nusic written during 
the distressing tines un- 
der England's rule shows 
a sorrow but also a courage 
that would not and could 
not be downtrodden even by' * 
England's powerful doniniou. 

As tine went on, these 
nelodies wcire'nore sought 
for than ever. English and 
Anerican people began going 
to the tiny island to collect 

songs and bits of infornat- 
ion which have been handed 
down fron generation to gen- 
eration. Many songs which 
wo think are Irish are pure- 
ly Anerican— conposed by 
Anerican people right here 
in our own country, but the 
nusical thenes are stolen 
fron the Irish airs, Re- 
nonber the history of Ire- 
land is found in her songs 
of sadness, courage, and 
gayety.
